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Diet to Vote 
On Ishibashi 


As Session 


Opens Today 


The 26th Diet will be called 
into a 150-day session today.” 

{mmediately after the open- 
ing ceremony votes will be 
taken to name the newly 
elected president of the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party Tan- 
zan Ishibashi the next Prime 
Minister. 

The Hatoyama Cabinet is 
scheduled to formally decide on 
a mass resignation at a special 
Cabinet meeting Thursday 
morning and take immediate 
steps for giving up the reins 
of the Government. 

In the voting, the Liberal- 
Democratic Party will nominate 
Ishibashi and the _ Socialist 
Party its chairman, Mo- 
saburo Suzuki, as candidates 
for the post of the chief execu- 
tive. Ishibashi, as head of the 
ruling political party, is virtual- 
ly certain to win the race by 
a comfortable margin. 

Ishibashi 
designated Prime Minister by 
the Diet and appointed to his 
post by the Emperor before the 
end of the day. 


Forlier, outgat-~ Prime Minis- 
ter. Hatovama is scheduled to 
give a favewell address at the 
Diet in an unprecedented move 
in the anrals of Japan’s legisla- 
tive chamber, Chairman Suzuki 
of the Opposition will extend 
him good wich*s in another pre-

Deliberations on the State 
fiscal budget for 1957 will be one 
of the major tasks to face the 
forthcoming Diet session. 

But the lawmakers will not 
start working in earnest until 
after mid-January. Following a 
time-honored tradition, the ses- 
sion goes into a yearend and 
New Year recess Friday, the day 
after Ishibashi takes over the 
Government from Hatoyama. 


The Socialist Party decided 
Wednesday to propose to the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. ibat 
an Ishibashi-Suzuki meeting be 
held right after the nomination 
of the new Prime Minister. 


Suzuki is expected to demand 
at this meeting the immediate 
dissolution of the Lower House 
and enforcement of positive 
measures to ensure the smooth 
operation of the Diet. 


The Socialist Party is seek- 
ing a chance to take over the 
Government reins through a 
general election, 


Observers believed Suzuki 
will convey to Ishibashi his 
party’s stand on the resump- 
tion of diplomatic negotiations 
with the Republic of Korea and 
the repatriation of Japanese 
fishermen in ROK hands.

The plan of Tanzan Ishibashi, 
president of the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party, to renovate the 
lineup of party executives hit a 
first snag in the selection of the 
new secretary-general and Ex- 
ecutive Board chairman. 


Ishibashi continued to confer 
with representatives of various 
factions of the party Wednes- 
day with the aim of completing 
selection of the-five top party 
executives prior to his nomina- 
tion as the new Prime Minister 
Thursday. 


The president had originally 
intended to appoint Takeo Miki, 
former Transportation Minister, 
as the new secretary-general, 
but his plan met opposition 
from Secretary-General Nobu- 
suke Kishi, who had turned 
against Ishibashi and his fac- 
tion. 


Ishibashi invited to his Shin- 
juku residence Wednesday 
night eight representatives of 
various factions, including his 
own which had supported him 
in the presidential election, and 
conferred on the selection of 
party executives until late into 
the night. No conclusion was 
reached, however. 


The eight representatives will 
meet again Thursday morning. 

The Kishi faction, occupying 
an influential position. within 
the party, will not oppose elec: 
tion of Tomejiro Okubo as the 
new  secretary-general. Okubo

was also recommended by Ishi- 
bashi for the post. 

However, Kishi insisted on 
appointing Shigemasa Sunada 
of his own faction as the new 
Executive Board chairman in 
case Okubo is nominated for 
the post of secretary-general. 

Ishibashi and his followers 
had planned to appoint Kenzo 
Matsumura who is of the same 
faction with Miki as the Execu- 
tive Board chairman in the 
event they do not succeed in 
making Miki the new secretary- 
general. 

This difference of views be- 
tween the two parties could not 
be ironed out Wednesday. 

Representatives of the Ishi- 
bashi faction will continue to 
negotiate with those of the 
Kishi group Thursday morning 
to adjust views between the two 
parties. 

However, if the negotiations 
fail, Ishibashi and his followers 
might push through the ap- 
pointment of Miki as the new 
secretary-general. 

Meantime, a spokesman of the 
Ishibashi faction said Wednes- 
day afternoon that Hirohide 
Ishida was assured by Kishi 
that he will make no demand 
for posts except that Miki will 
not be nominated as the secre- 
tarv-general and that Seijiro 
Kawashima of his own group 
will be appointed chairman of 
the party’s national organization 
committee, 
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Red China’s Complaint 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (Kyo- 
do-UP)—Indian Prime Minister 
Nehru said Wednesday he has 
relayed to President Eisenhower 
“certain complaint” by Red 
China against the United States. 

Nehru alse told a news con- 
ference that he believes “the 
people in the Soviet Union are 
not very happy about events in 
Hungary—to put it mildly.” 

Nehru’s remarks on Red 
China were the first official dis- 
closure of what he and Pres- 
ident Eisenhower discussed in 
thier dav-long talks Monday at 
the President’s farm at Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania. 

Nehru said he had not deliv- 
ered to Eisenhower any formal 
message from Red Chinese Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai, with whom 
he met before coming to Wash- 
ington. 

But he said he conveyed to 
Eisenhower Chou's’” viewpoint 
on Asia, and explained Red 
China’s thinking about some Far 
East problems. 

Asked to give details of his 
report, Nehru said Chou had 
made “certain complaints.” 

He said Chou’s position is 
that Red China has “gone sev- 
eral steps forward, while there 
have been no comparable moves 
to improve relations by the 
United States. 

The Indian leader faced 300 
newsmen from all parts of the 
world at an early morning news 
conference at the National Press 
Club auditorium. 

Nehru was. introduced by 
Press Club President Frank 
Holeman as “the mystical man 
in the middle.”

Japan, eager to expand trade 
with Communist China, was of- 
ficially reminded Wednesday 
that the United States does not 
want Japan “to strengthen Com- 
munist China’s war potential.” 


The reminder came during 4 
90-minute-long meeting between 
Walter S. Robertson, visiting 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of State, 
and Tanzan Ishibashi, schedul- 


Prime Minister today. 


Addressing a press confer- 
ence after the meeting, Ishl- 
bashi, now Minister of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry, re- 
vealed that Robertson reminded 
him of the standing American 
policy to tightly restrict trade 
with Red China, and asked his 
cooperation. 


Ishibashi said: “I think the 
United States will understand 
what Japan is driving at, if we 
have further frank discussions.” 


Ishibashi earlier said he will 
not permit shipments of really 
strategic materials to Red China, 
but will try to permit shipments 
of other goods, which are tech- 
nically named strategic by the 
U.S. Battle Act but are being 
sold to Communist China by 
Britain and France.

He was asked if Japan would 
like to be on the Security Coun- 
cil. 

“We shall be very proud and 
happy to be elected to the Sec- 
urity Council,” he said, “if we 
have the support of the states 
members of the United Na- 
tions.” 


Asked whether Japan had 
offered salvage vessels for use 
in clearing the Suez Canal, he 
said it had made no formal 
offer but would be glad to pro- 
vide them if so requested. 
Japan, he said, “has advanced 
technique and equipment for 
salvage purposes.” 


Asked to explain what he 
meant in his speech by potential] 
dangers in East Asia, he said 
he had in mind “the fact that 
unfortunately the peace has not 
been restored in that general 
area, specifically in the Tai- 
wan Strait, North and South 
Korea and North Vietnam.” 


Expanding on his reference 
to ideological issues, he said, 
“my point was that if we stuck 
purely to ideological issues the 
dificult problems in this area 
might not be solved—in fact, 
might be made even worse.” 

He expressed confidence that 
“with the collective brain of 
the United Nations,” solutions 
for such problems could be 
found, 

Shigemitsu was asked if it 
would help in solution of these 
problems for Communist China 
to be at the U.N. He said he be- 
lieved in “the principle of uni- 
versality of the United Nations,” 
But he added, “these are matters 
to be considered by the United 
Nations.” 

He expressed hope U.N. resolu- 
tions on Hungary would be car- 
ried out. 

He then was asked if the 
General Assembly should consi- 
der the question of the Kuriles, 
former Japanese territory now 
held by the Soviet Union. 

He said this was a question of 
interest to sikners of the San 
Francisco Peace Treaty, which 
dealt with it. He said if it was 
their wish to bring it up in the 
Assembly, “that will be in ac- 
cordance with their considera- 
tion and desire.” 

He said he could not tell who 
would be Japan’s permanent 
representative at the U.N. He 
added, “that will depend upon 
political developments in Japan 
and I hope there will be discus- 
sions on this when I return.”

In his announcement, the Jus 
tice Minister gave the Govern 
ment’s reasons, in the face of 
public criticism, of the amnes 
ty. The criticisms have charg- 
ed the Government with at 
tempting to free corrupt poli 
tians, 


Makino explained that the 
true aim of the amnesiy was to 
excuse those running afoul of 
election laws regardless of their 
motives and thereby awaken 
their conscience to the basic 
spirit of democracy on the oc- 
casion of a similar internationa! 
pardoning of Japan which al- 
lowed it to return to the society 
of peaceful nations.

It had been rumored here that 
Papp was not returning. When 
his beaming face appeared, at 
the window of his sleeping Car, 
he received a tremendous burst 
of applause. 

“Where is my mother?”. were 
Papp’s first words as he elbow: 
ed his way through the crowd. 
He was lifted up by young 
boxing fans and carried to a 
taxi. 

In the confusion of the ar- 
rival, it was impossible to as- 
certain how many athletes had 
returned and how many stayed 
abroad. The Government news 
paper Nepszabadsag said Tues- 
day that “almost 50 preferred 
not to return” and added that 


Hungarian sports fans were 
“disappointed tq hear this 
news.” 

Hungary sent 175 athletes, 


coaches and managers to the 
games in Australia. 

The paper did not mention 
any names. 

“Their decision (to stay 
abroad) upset Hungarian sport 
fans even if they consider that 
the situation here is not too 
rosy for the time being,” Neps- 
zabadsag said.

Liberal-Democratic Party President Tanzan Ishibashi 
is certain to be elected Prime Minister by the Diet which 
convenes for its 26th ordinary session today.. Outgoing 
Prime Minister Ichiro Hatoyama will be going into a well- 
deserved retirement from the nation’s political spotlight. 

A word of appreciation is certainly in order for Mr, 
Hatoyama who climaxed his tenure of office by taking his 
weary and ailing body all the way to Moscow to achieve 
the normalization of relations with the Soviet Union. This 
in turn made possible Japan’s admission to the United 
Nations—by gaining the Russian. promise not to veto the 
Japanese bid for membership. 


Having thus placed Japan on the threshold of a new 
era opening up for it in the world community, it is well that 
Mr. Hatoyama should relinquish the prime ministership 
to his successor who was elected last week to head the 


Liberal-Democratic Party. 


The question before the people today has already 
passed on to the examination of what kind of leadership 


Mr. Ishibashi will give to the nation. 


It would, of course,. 


be extremely unfair to pass judgment on him, even before 
he takes office as Prime Minister. 


On the basis of his past record, it can be said, however, 
that Mr. Ishibashi is a liberal with the courage of his 


convictions. 


His liberalism dates far. back in his colorful 


career which saw him at odds on many an occasion with 
those in authority. And there is no doubt of his courage, 
for he was able, as an example, to maintain his integrity 
in the prewar period when lesser men were bowing under 
the pressure of the military clique. 

His sincerity and honesty are also beyond question. 
Political enemies may not always agree with him, but 
they do recognize the fact that whatever Mr. Ishibashi’s 


actions he is always sincere. 


Furthermore, in a circle 


where all too many of his political colleagues, are suspected 
of dishonesty, he stands out as a man without a blemish. 


Japan’s new leader is thus a man who can be expected 


to speak his mind in a straightforward manner. 


And. it 


must ibe on the basis of, his character as a liberal of courage 
and integrity that his actions and words must be inter- 


_ preted. 


Mr. Ishibashi, for instance, has been a consistent 
champion of the liberalization of the economy, both 


domestic and international. 


Much has been said about 


his policy of controlled inflation. Some people are fearful 
that an Ishibashi Government would bring on a runaway 
inflation. But on the other hand, there is reason to believe 
also that Mr. Ishibashi’s fervent desire for a free and 
expanding economic structure may have been misinter- 
preted as denoting an inflationary policy. 

His strong convictions on the need for liberal trade 
is also seen behind his call for increased business with 
Communist China. Mr. Ishibashi’s views on this point 
has caused some alarm in the United States and he has 
even been labeled “anti-American” by a few who have 


jumped to conclusions. As 


he explains it, Japan must 


continue to stand firmly with the Free World and this 
fact will guide his policy toward Communist China. 


It is recalled in this connection that Mr. Ishibashi did 
not. get along with the American Occupation authorities 
when he was Finance Minister in the First Yoshida Cabinet. 
But this was due entirely to the difference between his 


views on the expansion of 


the Japanese economy and 


those of the Occupation economic experts. 

Judged on the basis of his nature, Mr. Ishibashi as 
Prime Minister can be expected to talk straight from the 
shoulder in a manner which should be well understood 


by Americans. 


He is, moreover, hardly likely to take 


any action that would imply a break with the United 


States whose friendship has been 


country. 


so helpful to this 


That some fresh paths in cooperation will re- 
quire to be traced, however, 


may be regarded as certain. 


With a new American Ambassador in the person of 
Douglas MacArthur II and a new Japanese Prime Minister, 
adjustments, if deemed necessary between the two nations, 
should come easily. Mr. Ishibashi can certainly be ex- 
pected to face up to the facts of Japanese-American 
relations in a completely sincere and honest. manner. 

It is, of course, only just and fair that Mr. Hatoyama’s 


successor be given a chance to prove himself. 


In his 


quest for party unity, Mr. Ishibashi can certainly be said 
to be doing everything possible to bring the warring fac- 


tions together. 


We hope that he will undertake the

In many temple and shrine 
compounds toshi-no-ichi or 
yearend fairs are held as the 
people must buy new kitchen 
utensils and many household 
wares for the New Year. The 
old custom of welcoming the 
New ,Year in new dresses 15 
not much followed today, but 
the people still like to use new 
tableware and utensils to start 
a new life. Thus’ various 
kitchenware is sold at these 
fairs, together with foodstuffs 
for the New Year celebration. 


December is the busiest time’ 


for Japanese housewives, as so 
many things must be done be- 
fore the end of the year. New 
Year is no longer celebrated as 
elaborately as in the past, but 
old traditions govern the senti- 
ment‘ of the people and even 
to a limited extent, various old 
customs have to be observed, 
particularly to satisfy the 
eager wishes of children, who 
still look forward to the New 
Year with great expectations. 

Stores are full of shoppers, 
buying things necessary for 
the New Year, and also presents 
to be given as oseibo to friends 
and relatives.

"‘WASHINGTON—Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles’ long 
absence from his desk has had 
a curious, unanticipated, and 
highly significant side effect. It 
has involved President Bisen- 
hower deeply and intimately in 
the policy making process, in a 
way that he was not involved 
before. Before Dulles was taken 
ill, the President relied on him 
very heavily indeed. A close 
personal relationship has deve- 
loped between the two men, 
totally different as they are in 
temperament (just as there was 
a close relationship betwen those 
two entirely different men, 
Harry S. Truman and Dean G, 
Acheson), And, except for a 
very few, very big decisions 
(like the decision to hold a 
“meeting at the Summit,” which 
Dulles strongly opposed), the 
President has had a tendency to 
“leave it to Foster.” 

But when Dulles was strick- 
en, the President by necessity 
became his’ own Secretary of 
State. Undersecretary Herbert 
Hoover, Jr., (unlike his prospec- 
tive successor, Massachusetts’ 
Gov. Christian A. Herter, whose 
main interest in life has been 
foreign affairs), is essentially an 
administrator arfd thus. not 
qualified to make high policy 
decisions. The President took 
over completely, even dictat- 
ing his own cables, striding up 
and down the Cabinet room 
while his chief advisers listened.

This period of acting as his 
own Secretary of State had two 
effects on the President. In the 


first place, it tired him out— = 


not surprisingly, since he was 
forced to take over during the 
most dangerous foreign policy 
crisis of recent years. The 
Georgia vacation was thought 
mandatory, even though the 
President himself was wholly 
aware that this has not been a 
good time to leave Washington. 

The other effect was more im- 
portant. Secretary Dulles had 
previously acted as a sort of 
cushion between the President 
and the facts of the world sit- 
uation.

Access to Atom Information

WASHINGTON — The United 
States announced last week the 
broadest single step yet taken 
to make available to countries 
throughout the world hitherto 
restricted information in the 
Leld of nuclear energy. 

This move, undertaken in co 
operation with Great Britain 
and Canada, is designed to pro- 
vide industry ‘in. the United 
States and abroad with what 
amounts to virtually a complete 
“package” of practical informa- 
tion on every phase of civilian 
nuclear power. It includes not 
only information dn the design, 
construction and operation of 
atomic power plants, but impor- 
tant data on the effects of radia- 
tion, recovery of uranium ores, 
and the production and repro- 
cessing of nuclear fuel elements, 


This, of course, is far from 
the first release of civilian atom- 
ic information by the United 
States. Since 1950, the US. 
Atomic Energy Commission has 
been declassifying research doc- 
uments. At the 1955 United 
Nations peaceful atoms confer- 
ence in Geneva, the United 
States released a large volume 
of data relating to atomic re 
search. 


Last week’s announcement 
would greatly amplify the Ge 
neva action, by extending the 
area of unrestricted civilian in- 
formation from the realm of 
“pure science” to that of actual

Thursday, Dec. 20 

Asahi Shimbun advised the 
Government to pay more atten- 
tion to» Japan's trade with vari- 
ous Communist countries in the 
light of its rapprochement 
with the Soviet Union. The 
paper took special note that 
Japan’s trade with Red China 
this year showed a two-fold in- 
crease over last year’s. 


In this regard, the paper laud- 


ed that Tanzan Ishibashi, pres- 
ident of the Liberal-Democratic 


Party, has manifested his deep . 


interest in trade with Commu- 
nist countries. In another arti- 
cle, the paper regretted that the 
amnesty proclaimed by the Gov- 
ernment is aimed only at aid- 
ing those who had violated the 
Public Office Election Law. 


Mainichi Shimbun welcomed 
the unanimous approval by the 
United Nations General Assem- 
biy of Japan’s entry into the 
world organization. It is now 
up to the Japanese people, the 
paper said, to thank all coun- 
tries concerned and contribute 
much to the cause of world 
peace in return for their good- 
will. Japan must also consider 
its diplomacy as centering 
around the United Nations now 
when it is one of its members, 
It praised Foreign Minister Shi- 
gemitsu’s speech before the U.N, 
General Assembly as expressing 
Japan’s true attitude toward the 
world organization. 


Yomiuri Shimbun said For- 
eign Minister Shigemitsu’s 


speech at the United Nations 
General Assembly was “the true 
words of the entire Japanese 
people.” His speech, the paper 
said, also marked a self-refiec- 
tion of the Japanese who had 
bolted from the League of Na- 
tions just to trigger the Pacific 
War amidst severe criticism 
from the entire world. Even 
Shigemitsu’s speech on lasting 
world peace, it said, would be 
nonsense, if Japan fails to try 
to realize it in earnest, 


‘Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
noted that more than 20 persons 
engaged in the trafficking of 
girls had been rounded up at 
43 places in Hokkaido on 
charges of having violated the 
Children’s Welfare Law and the 
Labor Standards Law. The 
paper regretted that such viola- 
tions of the human rights are 
still being perpetrated despite 
the enactment of the Ant-Prosti- 
tution Law. That this traffick- 
ing of human beings is increas- 
ingly active in this province in 
view of the poor farm harvest, 
it said, is a matter that cannot 
be overlooked, 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiro 
shima) welcomed the statement 
by Tanzan Ishibashi, newly elect- 
ed head of the Liberal-Demo 
cratic Party, that there should 
now be an end to the system 
of only one faction governing 
the politics of the ruling party. 
The composite will of the entire 
party should be expressed in the 


Government party’s policies. 
The paper expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the “one-faction rule” 
that has existed so far. If this 
would continue also jin the 
future, especially now after 
Japan has been admitted to the 
United Nations, how can Japan 
expect to. develop and prosper? 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun urged 
Tanzan Ishibashi to form his 


new Cabinet according to his 


own free will. This would 
realize his announced Cabinet 
formation principle of placing 
the “right man in the right 


place.” It is also necessary for 


him to set ‘up a Cabinet liked 
also by. the younger genera- 
tion. A Cabinet formed only by 
aged statesmen, it pointed out, 
will be unable to win young 
people’s hearts. The elimina- 
tion of “factional” politics, as 
desired by Ishibashi, will not 
necessarily mean nominating 
to Cabinet posts only those who 
had helped him become the 
Liberal-Democratic Party head. 


Sankei-Jiji said the Soviet 
Union’s collective leadership 
had committed two big mistakes 
in dealing with the East Euro- 
pean proylem. One was that 
they had triggered a de-Staliniza- 
tion move in its. satellites in 
Eastern Europe without first 
taking into consideration the 
consequences. The other was 
that the Soviet leaders: believed 
the Hungarian hostilities could 
be put down easily through 
armed might just as the late 


nuclear technology. The knowl- 
edge to be made available, when 
taken in conjunction with the 
earlier release of research data, 
means that to all intents and 
purposes vital information in 
the whole field of civilian nu- 
clear power now is open to the 
world. Strictly military infor- 
mation, of course, will remain 
classified. 


Last week’s declassification 
step also should be viewed in 
context with the U.S. announce- 
ment last month that it was 
making available to other coun- 
tries large quantities of atomic 
fuel at greatly reduced prices. 
Even before that—last Febru- 
ary, to be exact—President Eisen- 
hower had allocated 20,000 kilo- 
grams of Uranium-235, the prin- 
cipal atomic fuel, for use abroad 
in both research and power re- 
actors, as the nuclear furnaces 
are called. 


Thus, other countries now 
will be assured both a fuel sup-. 
ply and unhampered access to 
essential information for the 
production of civilian atomic 
power. 


One result of this fuller ex- 
change of atomic information 
will -be to provide a practical 
basis for enlarging and improv- 
ing educational curricula and 
textbooks in the United States 
and other lands. It also will af- 
ford foreign governments and 
companies greater opportunity 
for dealing directly with U.S. 
firms already making and sup- 
plying equipment for power re- 
actors. 


The release of the information 
will be of particularly direct 
benefit to countries entering 
into bilateral or multilateral 
agreements of cooperation with 
the United States for the devel- 
opment of peacetime nuclear 
power. Heretofore, agreements 
involving unclassified informa- 
tion have been limited largely 
to research reactors. Some 32 
of these are now in force, 


But most power reactor agree- 
ments—seven of which are now 
operative — have involved re- 
stricted data. It follows, then, 
that declassification of such 
material will help make power 
reactor agreements more com- 
prehensive, and may well facili- 
tate the conclusion of more of 
them in the future. 


It will be some months, of 
course, before ail the informa- 
tion to be declassified will be 
widely available. But an ac 
celerated review of presently 
classified material is planned as 
soon as possible, probably early 
in 1957. 


A. prior review, completed 
last winter under the more 
stringent policy then in effect, 
resulted in the release of about 
one-third of the 30,000 docu- 
ments examined. Now, the re 
maining 20,000 plus reports that 


have accumulated in the past 


year, will be screened again— 
this time under the more liberal 
policy announced this week, 


This process, when completed, 
cannot help but speed the devel. 
opment of civilian nuclear pow- 
er in the United States and the 
rest of the world. At the same 
time, it will enable the United 
States to be of greater assist- 
ance to other nations in fulfi)l- 
ing the broad aims of President 
Eisenhower’s Atoms-for-Peace 
Program—the use of nuclear 
energy for the benefit of man-

Like everybody else in the Ad- 
ministration, the President’s 
first reaction to the Anglo- 
French action in Egypt was 
anger. But even in those first 
days, when there was serious 
discussion in the National Se- 
curity Council of interposing the 
American Sixth Fleet between 
the Anglo-French forces and 
Suez, the President reminded his 
advisers that “we've got to re- 
member who are our real 
friends and who are our real 
enemies.” 

And as the days went by, the 
importance of the Western Alli- 
ance occupied the President 
more and more, and the wicked- 
ness of the Allies less and less, 
This was not true of Undersec- 
retary Hoover, and not entirely 
true of Secretary Dulles, 

Hoover, 
packing of Dulles, had put for- 
ward the policy of using West- 
ern Hemisphere oil as an unac- 
knowledged economic sanction 
to force the British and French 
to evacuate Egypt. For a time 
the President went along with 
this policy. But when he re- 
alized the extraordinary damage 
the policy was inflicting on the 
Western Alliance, he flatly re- 
versed it. He promised oil to 
Britain and Western Europe, 
over Hoover's protests, before 
the Anglo-French decision to 
evacuate-had been announced, 
and before a single soldier had 
been withdrawn.

But that was only the begin- 
ning of the process initiated by 
the President’s intimate contact 
with the facts. One of the facts 
which has become clearer and 
clearer as the days have passed 
is that the Suez crisis threatens 
a serious economic depression 
in Europe, which might deeply 
infect the American economy. 


The most immediate danger is 
a run on the British pound ster- 
ling, which could bring about 
the final bankruptcy of Britain 
as banker of the vast sterling 
area. Vice-President Nixon’s 
important foreign policy speech, 
which promised action to deal 
with the “financial plight of our 
friends in Britain,” was a just 
move to deal with the danger. 

Other moves are in prospect. 
One being considered is a fiat, 
unequivocal statement by the 
President that sterling will be 
supported if necessary. And if 
the worst comes to the worst— 
which both the British and the 
American governments fervent- 
ly hope ‘it. will not—Congress 
will be asked to provide massive 
direct grants to Britain and 
Western Europe. 


Finally, the President is now 
seriously considering appearing 
again in person before the 
United Nations, to make a 
speech designed to bind up the 
wounds of the West; to warn 
the Soviet against further ad- 
ventures, and to reassert Ameri- 
can leadership of the Free 
World. 


All in all, the effect on the 
President himself of the experi- 
ence of acting as his own Sec- 
retary of State has been most 
marked. But perhaps it has not 
been very surprising. For the 
President is, after all, the au- 
thor of the famous Guildhall 
speech, a noble statement of the 
meanins and purpose of the 
Western Alliance. And unques- 
tionably he still believes what 
he said then.

Germany’s Border Guard 


Special Police for External Security 


By DR. GERHARD SCHROEDER 
German Federal Minister of the Interior | 


BONN—In addition to the 
German Federal Armed Forces 
that are being built up, there 
will continue to exist a Federal 
Border Guard. This specialized 
police force cannot be dispens- 
ed with because the Iron Cur- 
tain which constitutes West 
Germany’s eastern border creates 
an unusual situation. The Fed. 
ral Armed Forces are to ensure 
West Germany’s external rather 
than international security. It 
is necessary for us to differen- 
tiate between these two tasks, 
particularly with a view to the 
North Atlantic Defense Com- 
munity. 

If, for instance, we were to 
use the Federal Armed Forces 
in every small incident at the 
Soviet Zone border that might 
possibly happen, we might 
easily drag the NATO into an 
unnecessary and unwanted con- 
flict. We are anxious, of course, 
to avoid this. It is only if the 
Federal Border Guard, which 
is police force, should prove 
inadequate to localize and settle 
a particular border incident that 
resort would be had to the 
Federal Armed Forces. 

It should be remembered that 
the zonal border, i.e. the Iron 
Curtain, cuts through the midst 
of Germany and that, therefore, 
the preservation of peace along 
that demarcation line is first of 
all a task for the police rather 
than the military. Along that 
zonal border which is a demar- 
cation line inside our country 
rather than an _ international 
frontier, the Federal Border 
Guard have repeatedly acted 
with success, and in their mat- 
ter-of-fact and competent way 
they have served the cause of 
national and international peace 
more actively than is generally 
known.

U.S. disagreement over Hun- 
gary—Secretary of State Dulles 
and Henry Cabot Lodge, our 
Ambassador to the U.N. are 
bickering over American policy 
toward Hungary. Lodge wants 
the United States to refuse to 
recognize the new Hungarian 
puppet government. But Dulles 
Says no. He thinks appeasing 
Russia might bring a softer 
‘policy by the Kremlin. Dulles 
is anxious to reassure Russia 
that we have no _ ulterior 
designs on her satellite empire. 
Lodge, however, favors not only 
cutting off diplomatic relations 
with Red Hungary but also re 
fusing to seat the Hungarian 
delegation to the United Nations. 

Natural gas headaches—it 
looks as if speaker Sam Ray- 
burn and Senate leader Lyndon 
Johnson, both oil-minded 
Texans, will not take the initia- 
tive in bringing up the con- 
troversial natural gas bill next 
session. They Know the Eisen- 
hower Administration secretly 
wants the bill passed, and has 
made a commitment to big oil 
campaign contributors. 50 
Rayburn and Johnson figure 
they'll force President Eisen- 
hower to ask for the bill, so 
the Republicans can suffer the 
political headaches. 

Labor Will Duck Endorse 
ments — AFL-CIO President 
George Meany has told 
subordinates emphatically that 
the AFL-CIO will never again 
endorse another Presidential 
candidate. They will, however, 
Campaign vigorously against 
certain Congressional candi- 
dates. Meany already has 
marked a dozen Senaturs as 
targets for 1958. They include: 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, Jenner 
of Indiana, Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, Goldwater of Arizona, 
Bricker of Ohio, Beall of Mary- 
land, Purtell of Connecticut, 
Williams of Delaware, and Mar- 
tin of Pennsylvania, all Re- 
publicans; with Byrd of Virgi- 


nia, Holland of Florida, and 
Stennis of Mississippi; Dem- 
ocrats.

Once our Federal Border 
Guard has been restored to its 
old strength, we shall have 
availabie, together with the 
police forces eof the Federal 
Laender, only a maximum of 
30,000 men, which is still only 
half of the Soviet Zone’s 60,000. 

This ratio of one to two alse 
causes us concern when we 
think of the police situation 
likely to arise in @ reunhified 
Germany. Thi: question de 
serves to be seriousiy consider 
ed. It is obvious that as long 
as the police forces of the 
Soviet-occupied Zone of Ger 
many are twice as strong 
those of the Federal Republic, 
@ reunification beginning 
peace and in freedom might 
well end in bondage and ser 
haps war. It will therefore ‘% 
understood abroad thet the re 
cent events in Central Burene 
have strengthened our deter 
mination to do all we can 
increase our security by im 
creasing our border police.

Their biggest dif- 
ficu'ty ts, I believe, not so march 
how ‘o achieve a setilement as 
how ‘o attain that without 
hurting local nationalist feel 
ings anc’ without seeming to ac 
cept a solution imposed from 
the outside. The proposals, 
however reasonable from Ame 
rican, British, or even United 
Nations viewpoint, are liable to 
suspicion in the Middle East 
coming from an outside gource. 
This is why Eisenhower hae 
his mind on Nehru as an ideal 
Middle East mediator. From 
the Middle Eastern viewpoint, 
Nehru is at least an anti<colo 
nialist. From the Western view- 
point, he is a democrat and an 
anti-Communist. From his own 
viewpoint, the quicker the canal 
can be reopened on a permanent 
basis the quicker will India’s 
economy and her all-important 
five-year plan be rescued from 
threatened disruption: Sixty- 
eight per cent of India’s exports 
and 61 per cent of her imports 
go through the canal. It is as 
important to her as it is to Ew 
rope. 
With such powerful stimu- 
lants to agreement and for ac 
tion, L for one expect a good 
deal from this meeting of minds 
in Washington.
